Go v er Wey land, president o f 
the bank, Mrs. Ursulla Patzke, 
an emplo y e and Patro lman Cy ­ 
rus Bo y ard, were carried away 
by the ro bbers in their auto mo ­ 
bile as ho stag es. Wey land and 
Mrs. Patzke were released in 
Waukesha co unty and Bo y ard 
near the Racine city limits. 
Wey land said he and ‘Mrs. 
Patzke were tied to trees and 
to ld to remain quiet fo r 15 min­ 
utes. He added that he had no 
difficulty in freeing himself and 
his co mpanio n. 
No ne o f the ho stag es were in­ 
jured. 
Bank o fficials declined to re­ 
v eal the amo unt o f the lo o t, es­ 
timates o f the lo ss rang ed fro m 
$10,000 to $5 0,000.

Ho lmes o f the kidnaping and 
slay ing , had ex amined a pillo w 
slip fo und near the death scene 
and declared it was smaller than 
the o ne pulled o v er Hart’s head. 
At the same time, Sheriff Emig 
said that Thurmo nd, who pro ­ 
tested when arrested that the 
o fficers must be mistaken be­ 
cause he was “ a g o o d 
church 
member,” had co nfessed to the 
ro bberies in San J o se.

RUSHVILLE, INDIANA. 
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INDIANA IS NEGLECTED 
Indiana limestone, the state’s greatest natural 
resource, will be ignored as constructive material 
for post office buildings to be erected soon in 
237 cities with an allotment of $16,678,67$ made 
by the Federal public work s administration. 
Indiana limestone, which has long been used 
for Federal buildings and which is one of the 
most beautiful of stones, is apparently out of the 
picture. According to President Roosevelt, not 
even limestone trimmings will be prmitted. 
Under past administrations, the Indiana dele­ 
gation in congress obtained many large and lu­ 
crative contracts for the Indiana stone belt. 
This appears to be a thing of the past, as the 
present delegation is weak in political strength 
and in years of service, and it is no secret on 
Capitol Hill that the Roosevelt administration 
has no great admiration for the aspiring Gov­ 
ernor McNutt, who now dominates in Indiana. 
All the 237 structures will be built in smaller 
cities ranging in population from 5,000 to 20,000. 
Only four Indiana cities are on the list. They 
are Hartford City, $63,000; Plymouth, $44,000; 
Lawrenceburg, $55,000; and Angola, $57,800. 
------------o---------—

Yet it is as priceless as the myrrh and 
gold and frank incense which the wise men 
brought, as radiant as the starshine of a long ago 
eastern night, and it sings its way with a rhythm 
that catches the glory of tfee first Christmas carol 
that echoed across the peaceful fields of Beth­ 
lehem. 
This year, when there is such an urge to be 
practical, there is a danger that we shall let the 
spirit of Christmas slip away. .The very fact that 
life is harder than usual for many people should 
be proof enough that we need its magic. 
After all, the most beautiful things in life are 
the unseen things, fantasy, faith, love, romance. 
And Santa Claus is compacted of all of them.
